exceed 40. At noon 50 still were un­ 
accounted for. 
M any of the nuns were injured or 
suffered from smoke and 
required 
medical treatment today. 
Little of the building stood today. 
B y noon the thousands of gallons 
of water poured upon it by firemen, 
had frozen and workmen searching 
the ruins had to

through ice with picks.

The poise and coolness of modern 


woman have J>een much discussed 
of late. But Velma West, known as

friends. 


Velma laughed 
at the old and

She was invited out a little at 


first by "Ed's friends." But Vclma 
•was bored by the parties. Besides, 
the invitations seemed to die a nat- 
ural death. 


So the young Wests began find- 


ing their good times in Cleveland, 
about 25 miles away. 


Three and four times a 'week the 


shiny green roadster took'-the road 
to the big city. The dead man's re- 
latives say that Ed didn't always 
want to go. He worked in his fa- 
ther's nursery all day. long, manag- 
ing gardeners, transplanting, dig-
